OPPRESSIVE LAW. 

A Washington story says that the department 
of justice asked district attorneys throughout the 
country to report on Conditions attending prohibi- 
tion enforcement in their districts. Replies have 

been received from about forty. When all the 
information bas been compiled it will be given to 
the treasury department for the guidance of Assist- 
ant Secretary, Andrews who has charge of enforce- 
ment. 

The district attorneys report nation-wide corrup- 
tion. There are some honest men in the enforce- 
ment forces but the grafters are an army. Federal 
and .state enforcers and many municipal and 
county and state officials and politicians are in the 
rum racket with the bootleggers. 

We know that the people most devoted to Vol- 
‘gteadism are the rum runners, beer runners, boot- 
leggers and law enforcers who are getting more 
money out of prohibition than they ever earned 
before or ever could earn otherwise. It has lined 
their pockets, built them houses, furnished their 
homes, bought them high priced cars and grand 
pianos and their women diamonds. They are the 
new aristocracy and will soon be endowing colleges 
and supporting the arts. They hope the law never 
‘changes. It is a gold strike for them and so long 
as the drys can control the legislatures they should 
worry, ' 

_ What other condition could be expected as the 
result of an oppfessive law, an incensed citizenship 
‘and enormous profits recruiting a professional 
class of law violators? If old time distillers, brew- 
ers and saloon keepers who have passed away 
could return to life they would walk around in a 
‘daze. They thought there was money in the liquor 
business but they never knew anything about it. 

A large part of the country is prosperous. Citi- 
zens who drank before prohibition and who have 
‘some of this prosperity in their batik accounts do 
not haggle over the prices. They pay and there is 
enough money in the business to corrupt enforcers. 
| ‘When the prohiditionists were passing their 
amendment and the enforcing law they traded with 
polities. Politics was to esurrender the people's 

_ privilege of regulating their own ‘habits and the

_ pervice. Every small crook in politics wanted to be 
an enforcement officer. It was the best thing his 
political superior could get for him.
